London, Oct. 2(5.—While the Austro- 
r.erman and B u lg a r!?^ campaigns in 
Northern and Laster??*Serbia are be­ 
ing carried out according to the plan. 
despite fierce Serbian resistance, the 
Bulgurs who crossed the Timok and 
hold the town of Prahovo ;*re sepa­ 
rated from the Germans who crossed 
>e Danube near Orsova by only a 
few miles. 
In the south things are not going so 
well for the invaders. In the latter re­ 
gion tile French troops have joined 
hands with the Serbs and, according 
to French accounts, have indicted a 
severe defeat on the Bulgarians at 
Krivolak, forty 
miles north 
of the 
point where the Saloniki-Nish railway 
crosses the Serbo-Greek frontier. 
This success places the Bulgarians 
who reached lstip, Veles and Fskup 
in rather awkward position, for a fur­ 
ther advance of the* allied army would 
seriously threaten their flank. In fac t 
unofficial reports state that the ad­ 
vance of the French, who are being 
closely followed by tile British, has 
"already caused the retirement of the 
Bulgurs toward Strumitss. 


Route to Turkey Assured. 


The 
first desire of the 
Gormans, 
however, is to open a route through 
Northeastern Serbia and Bulgaria to 
Turkey and this is on the eve of be­ 
ing accomplished. 
On the other hand, military writers 
here do not believe that the position 
of Serbia is so desperate as bus been 
painted. 
It is serious, of connie, hut 
they point out that the Serbians have' 
many natural defensive positions in 
the 
mountains, In 
which 
they can 
hold out for weeks; that, with the 
British, French and other members of 
tile quadruple powers 
carrying out 
their determination to help Serbia bj 
rushing 
reinforcements 
to 
Saloniki 
and other points, the Bulgars will 
have an extremely 
warm 
reception 
and that the Germans and Turks, be 
lug fully occupied elsewhere, will not 
be able to send them much help. 


Cannot Spare Many Men. 


British 
correspondents in 
France 
have Just disclosed 
the fact, made 
known to them by the British staff, 
that even after the Anglo-French of­ 
fensive 
in September 
the Germans 
had the greatest difficulty in securing 
new reinforcements to meet that ad 
va ce and had to call upon men just 
returned from Russia for rest to till 
the gaps in the western lines. 
From 
this it is argued that the Germans 
cannot spare a great many men for 
the Balkans, especially as the* Rus­ 
sians aru keeping them fairly busy 
ftom 
the 
Baltic to the 
Roumanian 
border. 
The Italians, by their offensive, are 
compelling the Austrians to strength­ 
en their lines and the French, by the 
cajdure of a strongly fortified sail' nt 
north of Le Mosnil, in Champagne, 
have shown that they have not yet 
finished their effort to break through. 
The French success is considered im­ 
portant. because the capture of this 
fortified area clears the' ground for 
another general 
offensive 
in Cham­ 
pagne.

Of the dead all were young women 
employed by the company, except one. 
Many of the 
bodies 
were so badly 
burned as to make Identification diffi­ 
cult, 
Mayor Joseph A Armstrong at once 
ordered that the police, city council 
and the coroner make thorough in­ 
vestigation of tile fire. 
Tho flames started in a pile of straw 
in the rear of the feed store of Jam es 
Brown A- Go, on the first floor of (lie 
building. 
William U, Kimbel, general 
manager of tin* box factory, at once 
went to flu* third and fourth floors 
and warned tin* girls employed there 
to leave quietly. 
The flames gallied 
headway so rapidly, however, that es­ 
cape by means of stairways and tiro 
(•scapes was soon cut off. 
Home of the girls attempted to go 
to the dressing room for their hats 
and there, huddled on the floor, fire­ 
men found a majority of the bodies.

You May Peer Into the Future That 
Night and Divine the Course of 
True Love

From the time almost immemori­ 
al it has been the custom to cele­ 
brate Hallow eve, and the date Ort. 
31 in olden times was the day the 
Druid priests set aside for a great re­ 
ligious feast or 
festival. 
It 
was 
called “All Hallow" because it pre­ 
ceded “ All Saints Day." 
Most of the old customs, especially 
those of religious origin, when hand­ 
ed down to later generations, lose 
not only their real significance, but 
are often entirely misconstrued. 
The Hallow Eve of modern times is 
nearly devoid of religious ceremony 
- and is fast becoming only a day 
for fun and entertainm ent, and all 
ages and sizes look forward to the 
day of “ fortunes and fakes." 
The com bining of light, fire and 
candles make the expense of a party 
very email, and the effect is often 
varied and wonderful. 
If one is fortunate enough to live 
“on a farm” the Hallow' Eve party 
has almost 
any 
possibility. 
Clear 
out the “crops" from the main floor 
of the big barn and give the party 
there. 
Use big, bright bonfires to 
light the way to the place where the 
“ mystic and m ighty” rites are to be 
performed, and where fun fakes and 
fortunes will hold forth. 
If the danger of the big fires teem 
too great set big pails or iron kettles 
up high on a stump or log. fill these 
when the guests begin 
to 
arrive. 
Great care must be taken, and only 
once must the fires be started. 
Do 
not turn more oil over the hot ashes. 


Of course, pumpkins 
Jack-o-lan- 
terns 
will be hung in every possible 
spot and corner, but a new “lantern" 
may be made by cutting a face in a 
piece of black cloth and pinning the 
cloth over the oil JanD-rns; leave the 
top of the lantern uncovered to allow 
a current of air. 


Cozy corners may easily be made of 
branches of autumn leaves and corn­ 
stalks; in one of these corners must 
stand the dreaded witch, who reads 
your inmost heart and has power to 
tell your past as well as your future. 
The witch should be someone who 
knows all the guests and 
who 
is 
quick witted and has great im agin­ 
ation. 
She should 
be dressed 
in 
Mother Goose costume and so dis­ 
guised that none may know her. 


If the party is dancing have the 
“grand march" start to music made 
on combs covered with paper. The 
Scots use a piper, and the m u s ic on 
the combe Is much the same. 


Have the refreshments served at 
different places; 
on the first table 
place the plates and silver and the 
sandwiches; 
cut 
sandwiches 
the 
shape of broom or witch cap, or roll 
some, placing inside the bread a pic­ 


ture of some one's “future husband;" 
these may be cut from a magazine, 
and the guest must guess his occu­ 
pation from the picture. 
Scoop out the centers from large 
cabbage and fill the space with sal- 
| ad and serve with the sandwiches. 
At the next table serve the coffee 
or punch; these two may be “sold", 
the price to be a good joke or story 
on any of the guests and these may 
be auctioned off at the end of the 
evening. 
Each guest has a chance to 
name whom she thinks the joke Is on. 
At the third table have Individual 
pumpkin pies, and ginger cokies cut 
in the shape of a cat; dip cookies 
after baking In chocolate icing and 
fasten a skew er in the hack and the 
; cats will sit up on the table. 
Popcorn balls may be wrapped In 
colored paper. 
Write on a paper a 
quotation then cut the paper In two 
parts, wrap two popcorn balls and 
partners for the next dance are found 
by finding the beglning or end to the 
quotation on the ball of corn. 
Fill peanuts with rice or buttons. 
or a dollar sign, tiny clothespins: 
each 
having Its significance; 
rice, 
wedding: button, single blessedness, 
dollar sign, riches; clothespin, work 
for a living. 
These peanuts are easily made— 
remove the kernels and fill the space 
with anything desired and wet edges 
with a llttl glue and press the shells 
together, allow to “set” and they are 
ready for the fun. 
On this one night fate gives an 
opportunity to “ peer Into the future 
and to divine the course of true love," 
and many w ays of telling lf any or 
all will come true will be n*eorted to. 
Candles will be placed In “ my la 
dy’s window, each silently named be­ 
fore being lit; the one which burns 
the longest will remain faithful to 
the end. 
Tassels from corn ears are 
named and placed over doors by a 
maid, and the first man to pass un­ 
der the one bearing his name will 
prove her life partner.

Sept. 18 (By M ail)— Did a 
vision of St. George’s legendary bow­ 
men 
who centuries ago saved the 
English at Agincourt, again appear 
at the battle of M ons’’ 
Did soldiers 
in the ruck of battle really see the 
spirit legions here throw bark th: 
enem y? 
And did the enemy lie dead 
by thousands without visible marks 
of injury? 


A London Journalist so write it 
after the memorable 
retreat 
from 
Mons. 
H e admits it was a fiction. 


But letters from hundreds of per­ 
sons who “know It actually happen­ 
ed” have been printed in the past 
ten months. 
Mothers of sons who 
fought at Mons have told the story 
over and over again as “ actual fact." 
No one has come forward who actu­ 
ally saw the vision. 
Correspondents 
have written of a hand of angels with 
lum inous halos grouped against the 
horizon at the apex of the battle. A 
silent band of horseman clad In an ­ 
cient mail treaded their silent way 
as the valiant British fell back. 


The highest authority to vouch for 
the shadow y evidence is a lieutenant 
colonel in Northern 
France 
who 
“actually saw ” the phantom horse­ 
men and who pointedly refus'd the 
allegation of the author of the “ Bow ­ 
m en” that no one has yet. first hand, 
testified of the most am azing event 
of his life. 
The 
lleutenant-colonel 
w rites: 


“ I tell you my experience during 
the retreat 
w ithout 
exaggeration, 
without em bellishm ent. 


“On August 26. 1914, was fought 
the battle of Le Gateau. 
W e came 
into action at dawn. 
W e fought u n ­ 
til dusk. 
We were heavily shelled 
and had a bad time of it, but our di­ 
vision, retired on good order. 
W e I 
were on the march the night of the 
26th and on the 27th with only two 
hours’ rest. 


"My brigade w as rear guard. 
We 
took up m any positions to cover the 
retirement and bv the night of the 
27th we were worn out— bodily and 
m entally fatigued. 


“ No doubt we suffered some from 
shock; but the retirem ent continued 
In excellent order, and I felt sure our 
mental faculties 
were 
still 
quite 
sound. 


“On the night of the 27th, riding 
along the column with two other offi­ 
cers. talking and doing our best to 
keep from falling 
asleep 
on 
our 
horses, I became conscious that In the 
fields on both sides of the road along 
which we were m arching, there were 
large bodies of horsemen. 


“They had 
the 
appearance 
of 
squadrons of cavalry, and they seem ­ 
ed to be riding across the fields and 
going in the same direction keeping 
level with us. 


“ The night was not dark, and I 
saw squadron after squadron of these 
cavalrymen, distinctly. 
“ I said nothing about it. I watched 
them 
about 
tw enty 
minutes. 
The 
other two officers had stopped talk­ 
ing. 
“ At last one of them asked me lf 
I saw anything In the fields 
I told 
him yes 
The third officer then con­ 
fessed that he, too. had been w atch­ 
ing the horsemen for nearly half an 
hour. 
“So convinced were we that they 
were really cavalry, that at the next 
halt, one of the officers took a party 
of men out 
to 
reconnoitre. 
They 
found no one there. 
The night grew 
darker and we saw no more. 
“ The legions were seen by many 
men in our column. 
Of course, we 
were all dog tired and overtaxed, but 
it is an extraordinary thing that the 
•am e phenomenon was witnessed by 
so many men. 
“I, my self, am 
absolutely 
con­ 
vinced that I saw these horsemen. I 
feel sure they did not exist only in 
im agination. 
I do not attempt 
to 
explain the m ystery. 
I only state 
the facts.” 
The officer’s story is believed in 
many places. Just as are the stories 
of the phantom 
bowmen 
and 
the 
angels. 
Sober minds are beginning 
to ask: 
“ It is truth, or Just fiction. 
aa the author says it is? ”
